HERE IS THE STATE DEPARTMENT'S EXPLANATION: 

SCHOLARS IN THE PAST HAVE BEEN ALLOWED TO LOOK AT DOCUMENTARY MAT- 
ERIAL WHILE IT WAS BEING PREPARED FOR PUBLICATION. NORMALLY, THE 
BOOKS WRITTEN BY THE SCHOLARS AS A RESULT HAVE BEEN PUBLISHED AT ABOUT
